JUMP INTO RIVER. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Maguire said that the deceased woman, Mrs. 
Kelly, who had gone to Westport for a few 
days’ rest last July, and had been at Mass on 
the morning of the occurrence, and after Mass 
was standing on the footpath outside the 
church talking to some friends for a 
moment or two when she was knocked down 
by a motor .’bus, the property of the de- 
fendant company. The ‘bus ‘was driven into 
the Mall, and, mounting the footpath, 
knocked down a lamp post and a pump, or 
fountain, which was on the footpath, before 
running into the crowd of people who were 
coming out of the church. Mrs. Kelly was 
crushed under the “bus, and sustained frac- 
tures of the skull, from which she died 
almost immediately, The *bus was stopped 
from going over the embankment into the 
river by a large tree. 

The marvel was, said Mr. Maguire, that 
the conseynences of this aceident were not 
far more serious. Some, of the people, he 
understood, had to jump into the river to 
escape the "bus, and others ran to places of 
safety. 

THE MAN AT THE WHEEL. 

On the conclusion of the plaintiff's case, 

Mr. Leonard, on behalf of the defendants, 
asked for a direction, on the ground that 
the plaintiff had not proved that the person 
who drove the omnibus on the occasion of 
the accident had done so with the authority 
of the defendants, and was acting within 
the scope of his employment. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he would 
allow the case to go to the jury. 

Mr. Leonard then opened the case for the 
defendants, and said that it would appear 
that the man who was driving the ‘bus at 
the time of the accident did not know how 
to drive, and was anxious to practice; but 
the real question came to this: Was he 
driving the ’bus as the servant of the de- 
fendants and in the scope of his employ- 
ment? He would ask the jury, when they 
had heard the evidence for ‘the defendants, 
to say that this man had no such anthority. 

Evidence was given on behalf of the 
defendants, and the hearing had not concluded 
when the Court adjourned until to-day,

VERDICT BY DIRECTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

The hearing of an action brought by Mrs. 
Bridect Woods, of Annalore, “Newbliss, Co. 
Monaghan, against Mr. Patrick J. Maguire, 
of The Tower, Clones, “was begun. The 
plaintiff, claiming as administratrix, sought, 
on behalf of herself and her: four children, 
to recover damages from “the defendant for 
the loss of her husband, whose death, she 
alleged, was caused as the result of the 
negligence of th. defendant, his servants. or 
agents in the driving of a motor. car -at the 
railway crossing at Cloves un the 18thof last 
July. 

It was stated that James Woods, the 
plaintiff's husband, who was a railway goods 
sorter at Clones, was knocked down at the 
ass crossing at Clones Railway Station by 
a motor car owned by the defendant and 
driven by a man named Carruthers. The 
accident occurred at about 5 o'clock in the 
evening, and the injured man died on the 
fo'lowing day. 

The defendant denied negligence and 
pleaded contributory negligence on the part 
of the deceased James Woods. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.; Mr, Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. Brereton Barry (instructed by 
Messrs. Henry Murphy and Son) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C. ; 
Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Roe (in- 
structed by Messrs. Little, O-hUadhaigh and 
Proud) for the defendant. 

Mr. Joseph Gleeson, solicitor, watched the 
case on behalf of the National’ Union of 
Railwaymen, of which the deceased man 
was said to be a member. 

On the conclusion of the evidence for the 
plaintiff, 

Mr. Maguire asked for a direction on the 
ground that the case came within the deci- 
sion in the case of Hayden and McQuillan ; 
that there was no negligence on the part of 
the defendant, and that the only evidence 
tendered in support of the allegation of negli- 
gence was evidence that went clearly and 
conclusively to show that the plaintiff's 
husband was guilty of exactly the same con- 
duct as in Hayden and McQuillan, and that, 
therefore, she could not recover unless the 
defendant's driver could have done something 
after Woods had placed himself in the posi- 
tion in which he did. 

Mr. Geoghegan submitted that there was 
evidence of negligence to go to the jury, and 
that, unlike the case of Hayden and 
McQuillan, the deceased man in this case 
was not hidden from the driver of the motor 
car. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What evidence is there 
of that? 

Mr. Geoghegan—Evidence of the sar dg 
tion of this crossing. There was sop Ó 
obscure James Woods as he approached fr 
the goods station. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—There is ‘no evidence 
where he came from. The evidence is that he 
suddenly appeared and ran right across in 
front of the motor car. 

Mr.. Geoghegan—And that he came from 
the direction of the goods yard, 

ur. Justice Hanna said that this case was 
even stronger than that of Hayden and 
McQuillan, because in this case there was no 
evidence that the driver could have antici- 
pated that this man would run out, 

Having heard counsel further, 

wr, Justice Hanna said that he was of 
opinion, from the evidence, that there was 
no reasonable evidente of negligence to 6 to 
the jury, and he directed the jury to 
verdict in favour of the defendant. 

The jury, by direction, found in favour of 
the defendant, and judgment was entered 


accordingly.

He thought that 
the Guard would agree it was almost im- 
possible to keep them off the cars. 

The Guard replied that if the gates were 
closed there could be no overcrowding. 

In one case a fine of 30s. was imposed, 
while the Probation Act was applied in other 
cases.

A RARE DESPATCH. 


a seed 
(From P. J, O'CONNOR.) 


Ta following rare and interesting 
- account of the famous attack on 
Limerick City is virtually unknown, and, 
so far as the writer is aware, will be 
found only in the London Gazette, number 
2,590, 1st to 4th September, 1690. 

“FROM HIS MAJESTY’S CAMP 
BEFORE LIMERICKE, Aug. 28. The 
17th at night we opened the trenches with 
seven battalions, commanded by the 
Prince of Wirtemberg, Lieutenant 
General, Major - Generals ‘Kirke and 
Pettcau, and Sir Henry. Bellasise, 
Brigadier. We advanced about 300 paces, 
and took two redoubts from the enemy, 
from whence they might have disturbed 
our workmen. The 18th the trenches 
were relieved by Lieutenant General 
Douglas, the Lord Sidny, and Count 
Nassau, Major Generals and Brigadier 
Stewart, , and we approached towards 
another strong redoubt of the enemy. 
The 19th the trenches were relieved by 
the Prince of Wirtemberc, &c., and we 
continued to advance towards the said 
redoubt, which ‘the King ordered to be 
attackt the 20th, Lieutenant General 
Douglas, &c., being again on the guard. 

“The signal was given by three guns 
in the afternoon about 2, when our men 
were detached for this service, to 
the number of above 150 besides officers. 
immediately fell on, and with extra- 
ordinary bravery entered the redoubt, and 
drove out the enemy, killing about forty 
of them. After we had been about half 
an hour in possession of the fort the 
enemy made a great sally with horse and 
foot, in all about 2,000, but after some 
dispute they were beaten back, our horse 
pursuing them to the walls of the town. 
The 2lst we carried on our trenches, and 
finished them so as to hinder any more 
sallies. The 22nd we raised a Battery 
against the. enemies high Towers, from 
whence they fired upon our men, and we 
quite levelled them. The night following 
we threw several Bombs and Carcasses 
into the town and burned some houses. 
The 23rd at night we continued to throw 
in Red Hot Balls and Bombs which fired 
the town in several places, and one fell in 
their great Magazine of Hay, which was 
consumed, and several houses burnt, the 
fire lasting above six hours. 


AN UNSUCCESSFUL ASSAULT. 


“The 24th we finished all our batteries. 
on which were mounted 30 pieces of 
Cannon. The 25th we advanced our 
trenches within 30 yards of the Ditch. A 
deserter that came out of the town in- 
formed us that the day we took the Re- 
doubt the enemy lost above 300 men. 
The 26th we widened the breach we had 
nfade the day before in the Wall of the 
Town, and beat down part of the enemies 
Valissadoes on the Counterscarp. The 
27th the King ordered an attack to be 
made on the Counterscarp, which was 
begun about 3 in the afternoon. A 
detached party of Grenadiers made the 
onset, and were seconded by other detach- 
ments, who went on with that heat and 
courage, that having gained the Counter- 
scarp, and a Fort the enemy had under 
the walls, instead:of lodging themselves 
there, as they were ordered to do, and not 
to advance any farther, they mounted the 
Breach, following the Irish that fled that 
way, and some were entering into the 
tovn, but the enemy being entrenched 
behind the breach, and having planted 
Cannen against it, they were cut off. The 
fivht lasted thmee hours, during which the 
enemy were stil supplied with fresh men. 
and they sprang a Mine im the Ditch, but 
with little e : but in conclusion our 
men having by pressing too far lost the 
opportunity of lodging themselves, it was 
thought fit to retire to our Trenches. 

‘ What men we lost in these actions we 
cannot precisely say, but it is thought we 
may have had about 4 or 500 killed and 
wounded since the beginning of the Siege. 
Last night we advanced our trenches 
about five hundred yards and this day 
have enlarged the breach, and are making 
preparations for another assault. Divers 
deserters are come out of the town, who 
tell us they have lost a great many men, 
and that. our Cannon and Bombs have 
made a terrible havoc. Lieutenant 
General Ginkle took three or four days 
ago a considerable castle two miles from 
hence, in which were 80 men. who sur- 
rendered at discretion. The Irish have 
burnt the Earl of Thomond’s house at 
Burotty, and do a great deal of mischief 
in the country. Sarsfield is gone with his 
party towards Galloway.’’ 


SARSFIELD’S RIDE. 


The despatch from Limerick concerning 
Sarsfield’s famous ride is also of con- 
siderable interest. It is dated a few 
weeks earlier, and reads :—- 


“FROM HIS MAJESTY’S CAMP 
BEFORE LIMERICKE, August 14. 

“ My last was of the 10th instant. The 
11th was spent in visiting the several 
posts. The 12th in the morning Brigadier 
Stewart was sent with a detachment and 
four pieces of Cannon to attack Cassel 
Conne!l, of considerable strength, situated 
on the Shannon, about four miles from 
Limericke. There were in i” about 140 
men, commanded by Captain Barnwe'l, 
who had refused to surrender upon the 
summons sent him the night before, but 
no sooner saw the Cannon, but submitted 
at discretion. 

‘The same day we understood that 
Sarsfield, having with 5 or 600 horse and 
Dragoons passed the Shannon nine miles 
above Limericke, had about two that 
morning surprised, at a place called 
Cullen, Eight pieces of our Cannon of 18 
pound Ball, which were coming with some 
waggons laden with powder and Ball from 
Kilkenny, under the guard of a squadron 
of Horse, and a small party of Foot. The 
enemy killed all they met, men, women 
and children, in all about 50 (the rest 
escaping), blew up the powder, which 
burst two of the Guns, the other six with 
the Pontons being left entire and fit for 
service, and burnt some of the Carriages. 

“Their haste and disorder was so great 
that they could carry nothing away with 
them, but left behind them several things 
untoucht. Albert Cunningham, with part 
of his Regiment of Iniskilling Dragoons 
that Jay not far from thence, being timely 
alarmed by a _ deserter, © marched 
immediately towards the Enemy, charged 
them, killed about 20, with a Major and 
a Captain, and pursued them as far as was 
safe. Sir John Lanier, who upon the 
news of Sarsfield’s march was sent from 
the Camp with a Detachment of Horse, 
came within three miles of them, and 
being informed of what had happened, 
struck off to Kilcullin-Bridge, to cut off 
their retreat, but the Enémy retired as 
it’s believed by Athlone. 

“This accident will only lose us three 

or four days, for in that time our Cannon 
(being 24 pounders) will arrive from 
Waterford, whither they were brought by 
sea, with great quantities of Stores, and 
the six pieces from Cullen will be re- 
mounted. In the meantime our Batteries 
are preparing, and all things are put in a 
posture for @ vigorous attack of the 
town,”’

Whether it will be ready to submit for 
production next season is on the lap of the 
gods. .... I will be glad of the re- 
laxation of the coming trip—not that I 
feel bad: never felt better.” This 
referred to his recent European visit, from 
which he has not yet returned to the 
United States. It was said that he in- 
tended to settle in France, but that, 
evidently, was inaccurate.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is among the 
many persons of distinction who will 
attend the Passion Play at Oberam- 
mergau during the present summer, This 
little village, situated in the Lindertal, 
one of the most beautiful valleys of the 
Bavarian Alps, has devoted years to pre- 
paration of this sacred drama. he 
production has a romantic origin of great 
antiquity. In 1529, Emperor Ludwig, 
returning from Italy, brought with him 
from Rome an ivory Madonna of reputed 
miraculous ovigin.. When the regal caval- 
ade reached the neighbourhood of 
Oberammergau, it is reported that the 
statue grew too heavy to hold and the 
royal charger, stopping dead, pawed the 
ground three times. Ludwig, much 
impressed, resolved to build a convent in 
this place, the foundation stone being 
laid in 1330, exactly six hundred years 
ago. The Passion Plays were first 
produced during the poetic revivals of the 
early fifteenth century. With the advent 
of the Great Plague, the local abbot 
vowed that, if Oberammergau were spared, 
he would produce the play every ten 
years, His prayer was answered. 
Oberammergau, even in those early days, 
was renowned for the excellence of its 
wood-carving and pottery. With this 
added commercial attraction, the festival 
grew in repute, and visitors soon came 
from Nurnberg and the cities of Central 
Europe. With the more elastic publicity 
of modern times, the fame of the festival 
has become universal. 


“ Walking.” 


I saw some very pretty puppy hounds 
with friends in Leixlip lately, and 
learned that they were “ walking ’’ them. 
Hounds are “ walked’’ when they are 
very small puppies, ar 1 are returned to 
the pack a year later. Various members 
of the hunt in the country round take 
care of, or ‘‘walk,’’ a couple of puppies 
apiece until the litters are finished. The 
hounds that are now in Leixlip will return 
to the pack in March. Nothing is more 
charming and youthfully pretty than 
hound puppies—it is difficult to imagine 
that they will ever cevelop into those 
swift, keen animals that track the fox 
with such deadly instinct. 


Be Prepared! 


The weeks preceding the opening 9f the 
cricket and tennis seasons are full of a 
note of preparation. A visit to one of 
the sporting outfitters in the city will 
discover a scene of activity at the 
moment. Schoolboys, girls and young 
men will be found busily discussing, 
selecting and purchasing sporting neces- 
saries. One is reminded in this connection 
of a wealthy young Russian under- 
graduate at Oxford. Invited to play in 
an inter-college cricket match, he was 
advised to provide himself with the 
necessary implements, Proceeding to 
London, he set himself to his task in a 
systematic fashion, and returned that 
evening having purchased a hat, pads, 
gloves, wicket-keeping gauntlets, stumps, 
bails, two umpires’ linen coats, cap, belt, 
bag, a score hook for a hundred matches.

Leaning Ladders. 


Are Irish women more superstitious 
than Irish men? I am-inclined to the 
belief that they are, if it is safe to judge 
them by their tendency to avoid walking 
under ladders. Dublin abounds in ladders 
at the present time, and anyone who 
wishes to satisfy his curiosity has a fine 
opportunity for doing so. 

The other day I noticed a long ladder 
stretching across the pavement in West- 
moreland street, and 1 stopped fer some 
time to watch the people whose route fell 
in its way. Jn ten minutes, one hundred 
and eighteen persons (not including 
children) came within range of the ladder. 
Fifty-three of them were men, and sixty- 
five were women. Of the men, eight 
avoided the ladder, and the rest passed 
under, most of them without a glance at 
it. Thirty-one women refused to risk their 
Inck by going beneath the ladder, and 
thirty-four “walked bravely to their 
doom.”’ Six women hesitated before 
deciding to go straight on. One girl 
actually got beneath the ladder, and then 
turned back with quite a startled look on 
her face. On the basis of these figures, 
I calculate, roughly, that fifteen per cent. 
of the men, and fifty per cent. of the 
women were superstitious enough to dodge 
the leaning ladder,

He was a 
posthumous «child, and his arrival dis- 
possessed his five-year-old sister from a 
PERS | BA throne which she 
had held for almost 
six months. In con- 
sequence, he is the 
world’s senior 
monarch in leneth of 
reign. With a con- 
stitution not of the 
strongest, and a 
throne not of the 
steadiest, King 
Alfonso has won 
through innumerable 
difficulties and dangers 
—few of his own 
making—largely - by 
reason of shecr pluck and high spirits. 
He is a fine horseman, plays a splendid 
game of polo, has “one much. to en- 
courage horse-racing in Spain, and loses 
no opportunity of indulging his love of 
yachting. His marriage with Princess 
Ena, of course, has given him a special 
claim on the interest of her countrymen. 


Edenderry. 


One of thé most charming little places 
off the main road between Dublin and the 
West is Edenderry, in the King’s County. 
1: is ten miles from Enfield and nine from 
Kinnegad, The country about is fiat, 
with the exception of occasional mounds, 
so that Edenderry comes as a surprise ; for 
it is a ‘‘ city on a hill.” It reminded me 
of Enniskerry—the latter, however, 
slopes down the side of a hill, while Eden- 
derry stands on the ridge. The houses, 
interspersed with trees of different shades 
at this time of year, cluster about the 
square towered church. It was built by 
Viscount Blundel of Liverpool in 1752— 
three of this family were killed in the 
Battle of Waterloo. It was previously the 
headquarters of the Danes, and _ after- 
wards the O’Moores. To-day it is noted 
for its good beef and tea—it is regarded as 
a beef centre, being four miles from the 
cattle lands of Meath. In its water lies 
the secret of its specially good tea. 


White Blackbird. 


An old resident of Edenderry showed 
me his collection of strange birds 
recently. Among these are a white black- 
bird and a buff robin. The blackbird was 
shot near the town about seven years 
ago. It is a strange creature of unhappy 
appearance. The feathers on the back 
are pure white, but one suspects a black 
lining, while those near the feet have 
stripes of definite black. The buff robin 
is a very pretty bird—it came down in a 
farmyard some miles outside Edenderry 
to feed with the chickens. The owner “: 
the farm must have been a person of 
thrifty mind: for she is said to have 
exclaimed on seeing it: “How dare it 
come down and take the chickens’ food? °’ 
Thereupon the cat came upon the scene 
and caught the buff robin. It was 
rescued from her, dead, and was stuffed. 
A kingfisher, a landrail, an Irish eagla 
and a Great Northern diver are others 
among the collection.

HIPPOGRIFFS. 
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POLITE DOCK LABOURERS.

Those interested in the rationalisation of 
gy cleaning would have done well to study 
the activities of the deck ftopas on the 
Henderson Liner Chindwin, which was lying 
at Sir John Rogerson’s quay until Monday, 
The brush favoured by the topes is really 
a besom, made of twigs, resembling * the 
traditional witches’ broomstick, with the 
handle removed, Armed with two of these 
primitive brushes, one in each hand, these 
dusky disciples of Van Tromp spend their 
days sweeping decks with ambidextrous 
celerity. 

The topas is of the sweeper caste, and is 
looked on with great scorn by the rest of 
the Lascar crew, but bears up with mar- 
vellous cheerfulness; for he is not debarred 
from the delights of fat ham, or even bottled 
beer, in quayside taverns, as are his Moslem 
shipmates. 

The Chindwin was from Rangoon, with 
four thousand tons of oilcake, and is the 
second of the same company to visit Dublin 
within the last twelve months, the Pegu, 
aiso from Rangoon, occupying the same 
berth last summer. 

THE HIPPOGRIFF. 

Men on the Rangoon track possess the 
rare gift of recognising a hippogriff when 
they see one. Two of these rare creatures 
stand outside the Shwe Dagon Pagoda. Such 
men guickly become bored with sampans, 
paper lanterns, women smoking cigars, and 
all the other details which the landsman finds 
so fascinating; but even the most b/asé 
makes his pilgrimage to the famous 
Pagoda, and walks through its courtyards 
in lis bare feet, cursing and hopping 
from one patch of shadow to another as the 
heat of the sun-baked pavement becomes un. 
bearable. Wonderful legends are current in 
the fo’castles of dishonest, but daring, mar- 
iners who helped themselves to the gold on 
the outside of the Pagoda, stripping it off as 
small boys steal sheet lead. It is to be 
feared, however, that the narrators have more 
interest in the effect than in the truth of their 
storles.

He hails originally from Cork, and is the 
third successive generation of his family to 
take to the. sea. He was the second mate of 
the Melmore Head when that vessel rescued 
twenty-three of the erew of the Norwegian 
vessel Mod when foundered im muid- 
Atlantic in January, 1922. Ten of the 
Norwegians were lost on that occasion. Mr. 
Diggins was also torpedoed in the transport 
Agenorica, off Donaghadee, during the war. 

Now, after twenty-three years service 
“deep water,” Mr. Digcins has, wf not 
‘swallowed the anchor,’ at least given it a 
thorough mastication. He will be able to 
watch the vesseis of his old company setting 
out from Quebee and Montreal, bael 
to his berth in the corner of Alexandra 
Basin, take the ’bus and go home. And that, 
after ali, is every seaman’s ambition. 

COMING SHORTLY. 

No news has been heard of the full-rigged 
ship Abram Rydberg since she was spoken off 
Fernando Noronha. It is expected that she 
will be off the port about the middle of next 
month. The Abram Rydberg was formerly 
the Star of Greenland, and, later, the 
Hawaian Isles. Still on the subject of sailing 
ships, the current number of “ The Delphin’’ 
contains a photograph of the four-masted 
barque Archibald Russell.

INOCULATED BABIES. 
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EIGHT DEAD: MANY ILL. 
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Crom REUTER'S CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

A modern system of inoculating babies 
with tuberculosis in infancy in order to 
preserve them later from the disease has 
proved. disastrous in the Luebeck Home 
for Infants, where eight babies have died 
and twenty-four are seriously ill with all 
the symptoms of tuberculosis after they 
had been subjected to the treatment. 

This consisted in germs from tuberculosis 
cows being given to the children in their 
food, a method which, it is declared. has 
been adopted with success in thousands of 
cases abroad. 

The health authorities immediately 
ordered a cessation of the treatment. and 
have given in&tructions for a thorough 
investigation into the circumstances to be 
made, in order to discover whether possibly 
an overdose of the germs had been given 
to the children. 

The doctors at the home, however, 
declare that there is no question of such 
an error :

He said that there 
was a rising tide of missionary effort through- 
out the world, and the Council was anxious 
that the Church of Ireland should play its

Lord Farnham, seconding, said that the re- 
port showed that the Missionary Board was 
a real “live’’ body. He expressed the uwe 
$hat the people sent to visit parishes would 
be able to speak írom experience oí the 
mission fields. 

The report was adopted. 

TEMPERANCE WORK. 

Proposing the we oí the Church of Ire- 
iand Temperance Society, the Dean of Lis- 
more said that it was distinctly encouraging. 
Throughout the various dioceses a great deal 
of educational work had been done. About 
2.000 children presented themselves for the 
Band of Hope examination. Educating, 
guiding and warning the young against the 
evils of intemperance was the most important 
work that could be done. It was gratifying 
that there was such a decrease in intemper- 
ance; it was no longer thought fashionable or 
decent to}be drunk. Public opinion. had 
changed in its attitude towards drunkenness, 
and that was chiefly responsible for the im- 
proved conditions, though the high price of 
drink was also responsible. 

The Rev. John Browne seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Canon Hogg said that the results of the 
strong, patient work done for many years 
were bearing fruit at present in the sober 
and temperate lives of the people of Ire- 
land. 

Mr. John Mills proposed, and the Rev. 
Canon Wilson seconded, a motion, that it ke 
an instruction to Temperance Committees to 
take steps to have legislation introduced, re- 
quiring every individual who wishes to ob- 
tain alcohol to produce a ration card. 

The motion was defeated, and the report 
of the Temperance Society was adopted. 

The report of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund Board, which was stated to be very 
satisfactory, was adopted, on the motion of 
Mr. Maconchy. seconded by Canon Hearn. 

CHURCH UNITY. 

The Bishop of Cashei (Dr. Miller), mov- 
ing the adoption of the report of the Home 
Reunion Committee, said that it was divided 
into two parts upon which separate resolu- 
tions would be moved. The first dealt with 
Church unity in Scotland, and the second 
with the very important subject of the pro- 
posed union of ,Churches in Southern India. 
He represented the Church of Ireland at the 
important meetings in Edinburgh last year. 
It was a splendid and moving sight to see 
12,000 representatives of two Churches, 
parted for nearly a century, coming to- 
gether in brotherly unity. Those Scottish 
Churches were working at the question of 
reunion before the Great War, and there 
could be no doubt that the war produced tie 
spirit which finally led to complete recon. 
ciliation. ' 

Did not the members of that House think 
that the time had come when a more 
vigorous effort might be made to find out 
what were the chief differences between them 
and their Presbyterian brethren, and to dis- 
cuss them’ He hoped that it might be pos- 
sible to have a Special Standing Commitiee 
appointed, with instructions to work 
out a scheme which might eventually 
be submitted to the Churches conceried. 
Up to the present they had never thoroughly 
confronted the question. They had talked to 
each other, but the moment that serious 
differences arose the attempt was dropped. 


THE WORD “ REFORMED.’’ 

lt seemed to him that, in common with 
the Anglican communion, they suffered from 
the lack of an agreed definition as to the 
meaning of the word ‘“‘reformed.’’ If the 
ecclesiastical difference between ‘* reformed ”’ 
and unreformed were brought out clearly, it 
would do an extraordinary amount of good. 
They could not have it both ways. They 
could not be suffitiently universal to unite 
with the Eastern Orthodox Church and suf- 
ciently reformed to unite at home; but there 
were signs both at home and abroad that! 
dividing limes were no longer regarded as 
impassable. 

Mr. John Bristow. (Belfast) seconded the 
report, consideration of which was further 
postpened. 

The House then went into private session 
to consider the general state of the Church. 


PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

When the House resumed, 

The Bishop of Ossory (the Right Rev. Dr. 
Day) moved—‘‘ That a committee be ap- 
pointed to consider whether any relief can be 
given to congregations which are dissatisfied 
with the provisions of the canons dealing 
with public worship and the ornaments of 
churches, and to report to the next Synod, 
and that the following constitute the com- 
mittee :—The Aediidshes of Dublin, the 
Bishop of Meath, the Bishop of Derry, the 

sishop of Ossory, the Dean of Belfast, the 
Archdeacon of Armagh, the Dean of Cork. 
the Dean of Christ Church, the Dean of 
Ossory, and Messrs. John, Bristow, J. A. 
Maconchy, John Garvey and J. R. Scott.” 

He said that it was known that the sishop 
of Meath and he had intended to introduce 
a bill for the repeal of Canon 36. After care- 
fnl consideration they decided not to intro- 
duce that bill. 

CANON 36. 

‘“‘It was not,” the Bishop of Ossory pro- 
ceeded, *‘that we had changed our minds: 
it was not that we were afraid of opposition 
or abuse. I feel that I must say that plainly. 
I still feel that Canon 26 is a blot upon 
our canons (cries of “No”); I still 
feel that it is damaging to the reputatien of 
the Church of Ireland, and that it gives to 
those. outside a false impression as to our 
position.” (Loud cries of ‘‘ No.’’) They 
decided not to proceed with the bill for the 
repeal of Canon 356 because it was impressed 
on them by men whom they honoured and 
trusted, and whose opinion they respected, 
that if they proceeded with the bil! harm 
would be done. They were told that, their 
action would be misunderstood, especially in 
the North of Ireland; that an atmosphere of 
strife and bitterness would be created which 
would do great harm to the cause of religion. 
and might alienate many from the Church of 
their fathers. 

So they decided to withdraw the bill: for 
the last thing they wished to do was to 
introduce strife and division into the Church. 
Yet they felt that they could not let the 
matter drop altogether, for there was a large 
body of Church people—he believed a growing 
body of loyal Churchmen and Churchwomen—- 
who were profoundly dissatisfied with things 
as they were. (Cries of dissent.) 


MODIFICATION NECESSARY. 

These people felt that not only Canon 36, 
but also perhaps some of the other Canons, 
should be modified to some extent. They felt 
that these Canons were too narrow, too rigid, 
and forbade things which were quite harmless 
in themselves, and which in no way endan- 
gered the Protestant character of the Church. 
(A Member—‘‘ Question.’’) It was for the 
sake of these people--and they included some 
of the truest, most loyal, most generous, 
and most devoted members of the Church— 
that he introduced his motion that day. The 
Church of Ireland had been for many genera- 
tions strongly Protestant in character, and 
jrish Churchmen had always resisted any- 
thing which endangered the Protestant 
character of their Church. He was not 
ashamed of being a Protestant. On the con- 
trary, he was proud of it. Protestantism at 
its best steod for a type of religion which 
was strong, simple, pure and evangelical. 
Bat thé Church of Ireland was not onl 
Protestan§: it was also Catholic. It was their 
prond claim that their Church was the 
ancient Catholic Church of Ireland, and a 
Church which claimed to be Catholic and 
which claimed to represent the whole of the 
country and all its inhabitants must be 
tolerant, and must be comprehensive. It 
must find a place within it for men and 


| women of different types, and different points 


of view, and must make them feel at home 
within its bounds. v7 
“True unity,” the Bishop concluded. “is 
not the same thing as rigid uniformity. 
Should we not iy for a spirit aes gre 
and take, a spirit of trust in one r: 
should not our aim and ideal be a deeper 
and truer unity even than that which exists 


not so much by restriction and repression as 
by mutual trust and love?” 


APPEAL FOR FAIR PLAY. 

The Bishop of Meath, seconding, said that 
the movement had been called an organised 
attack on the life of the Church, but he wonald 
ask the Synod were he and the Bishop of 
Ossory a pair of Guy Fawkes’s. The Bishop 
cf Ossory and he were simply acting within 
ihe powers of the Constitution. Some people 
spoke of the Canons of the Church of Ireland 
as if they were the Ten Commandments. Tho 
Canons could be chan at the dis- 
cretion of the General Synod, and those 
who sought to have them modified were 
unfairly charged by the opposition party. 
They did not seék te set up the canons as 
being infallible. ‘‘Try to look more widely 
on the work we may do in this land of ours,”’ 
he said. “Cur clergy for the last sixty 
years have been loyal to the canons as they 
stand, and that is a gnarantee that if you do 
make some slight modification, they will 
remain loyal, 

'“ Do not let it go out to the world that 
the General Synod would not allow an ir 
quiry be held into the grievances, of alleged 
grievances, of some of its members. That is 
what will happen if you turn down this re- 
solution. Let it appeal to your sense of fair- 
play. and I can assure you that if you accede 
to our request and appoint a committee, you 
can rest assured that neither the Bishop of 
Ossory nor myself will think that we have 
secured a victory, but we will set it down to 
owe! kindliness, your forbearance and your 
charity. ° 


“A LCAMENTABLE MISTAKE.”’ 

Lord Glenavy referred to the pamphlet 
that had been sent around to the clergy, and 
asked if it were known who was behind that 
agitation. They had been afraid to come out 
into the open and declare themselves. He 
recalled the circumstances under which the 
Caron 56 had been drawn up, and added that 
the suggestion that it had been harried 
through” a thin House at the time of its 
framing was altogether untrue, and the people 
who made that suggestion shut their eyes to 
the true facts. It had been stated that be- 
cause the Committee had failed to draw up 
a canon concerning the position of the Cross 
they were against any such canon, but 
the fact was that when it was drawn u 
ultimately it was proposed by a high 
dignatary of the Church and assed 
by two hundred members of the Church. 
It was the second law of the Church of 
England that a cross upon, or apparently 
upon, the Communion table was illegal. That 
was the law since the Reformation, and to 
describe the law as a slight and an insult te 
the Saviour was something that required 
answer and repudiation. The Bishop of 
Meath had stated that only slight modifica- 
tion of the Canon was necessary. That slight 
modification, said Lord Glenavy, was the 
complete removal of Canon 36. No one had 
ever complained against the Canons, and no 
one had fougd them irksome, and yet, in 
order to get rid of the awkward position in 
which those behind the agitation had placed 
themselves, they wanted the Synod to ap- 
point a roving commission. 

“I bitterly regret,” said Lord Glenavy, 
‘that it was necessary that this controversy 
has been raised. I regret it personally, be- 
cause Í would not wish to tind myself in 
conflict with the Bishop of Ossory or the 
Bishop of Meath. I believe that they have 
made a lamentable mistake in lending their 
names to this agitation. It is the first time 
I can recall in the history of the Church of 
Ireland and the General. Synod that two 
members of the House of Bishops have been 
sponsers of such a controversial matter as 
this. It is greatly to be regretted, because 
it gives false feeling in our Church, and it 
creates ‘very great alarm. People will say 
that there was something wrong when two 
bishops come before the General Synod and 
call for the repeal of one of the Canons, and 
ask for the appointment of a commission for 
the purpose of giving relief from all of the 
Canons. If that is sponsored by two bishops, 
then the position must be very serious and 
very far-reaching... I believe that nothing 
has done so much harm to our Church since 
Disestablishment.’”’ 

If the Synod rejected the motion it would 
be doing a great work for the Church. 


CLOSURE MOVED. 

The Rev. Canon Wilson moved the closure, 

but the Primate said that the motion had not 
yet been sufficiently discussed. 
' The Rev. Canon Lockett Forde said that 
Canon 36 was proposed by one individual, 
and was strongly opposed by Primate Beres- 
ford. 

Mr. Twinem ' (Portadown) said that they 
wanted to remove “this thorn in the flesh” 
that was being raised every year in the 
Synod. It was only widening the gap between 
the Churches instead of fostering unity. 

There were loud cries of “ Vote,’ and the 
Primate, amidst laughter, asked Mr. Twinem 
if he had much more to say. 

Mr. Twinem replied that he had not, and 
proceeded to condemn the motion. 

Mr. John Garvey said that they must 
admire the manner in which the motion had 
been brought before the House by the Bishop 
of Ossory and the Bishop of Meath. 

The Bishop of Killaloe (the Right Rev. Dr. 
Patton) said that the Bishop of Ossory and 
the Bishop of Meath were not by any means 
the first bishops who had publicly referred 
to Canon 36. There were really a great many 
Church people who would like to express the 
beauty of holiness with a little more light 
and colouring. 

Colonel Graham opposed the motion. 


AMPLE ROOM FOR INQUIRY. 

The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) said 
that the only question at issue was whether 
there was reason to appoint a committec. 
His own feeling was that there was 
ample room for inquiry. They had 
reached a kind of legal stalemate. 
He did not believe that the ritual 
Canons would pass the present House, nor 
did he believe that the house would repeal! 
the canons. ‘There had been a tremendous 
change in the position in recent years, and 
there was a growing body of people, includ 
ing clergy. who thought that the canons 
stood for the starvation of spiritual life. 

The voting, by order, on the motion re- 
sulted as follows :— 

For--Clergy, 83; laity, 32. Total, 115. 

Against—-Clergy, 62; laitv, 136. Total, 195. 

The President declared the motion lost.

SATISFACTORY YEAR.

Colonel the Earl of Meath, C.B., C.B.E., 
who presided at the annual meeting of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society (Irish 
Branch) at 12 Merrion square, Dublin, yester- 
day, said that £600 more had been disbursed 
than during the previous year to ex-Service 
men, many of whom had been found without 
food, fire or blankets The Punchestown Ball 
had been a great success, while the public 
had responded nobly to their special appeal. 
Altogether, they had collected £700 extra 
during the year, and had disbursed £600 
more than in 1928. 

For the first time for a number of years 
they had not had to infringe upon their 
capital. They had assets value £1,500 at 
present, which was not much on which to 
run a society like that. A certain number 
of cases had been taken . off. their hands, 
because they had definitely given up helping 
ex-Service men of the Great War, except 
from special furds. They should not get 
away with the ‘dea that their services were 
unnecessary. There was a new generation 
of ex-Service men coming on who could not 
be helped by any of the Great War funds. 
They could be helped by that Society. 

OLD SOLDIERS NOT DYING OUT. 

During the last few years their Society 
had been overshadowed im its work by 
Great War funds, but in course of time they 
would be better than ever. Those other 
funds were being used up, and that Society 
would have to ster into the breach. It would 
grow more impcrtant as the years go on, 
and they should stick to it. The old soldier 
was not dying out in Ireland. Irishmen were 
enlisting im increasing numbers, and would 
come back when their time was up, and 
some would require the help of that Society. 

He wished to cordially thank all the 
workers and collectors who had assisted 
during the year, and also Lady Arnott, who 


allowed them to hold their meetings in her 


beautiful house. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

Mrs. John Fetherstonhaugh, Honorary 
General Secretary, read the: annual report, 
which stated that 1929 had been a particu- 
larly busy period, entailing a considerable 
increase in expenditure on relief. During 
the year the Dublin office, Belfast and 
counties dealt with 7,821 pre-war and post-war 
cases, and expenditure in relief amounted to 
£2.047 17s. 10d. in 1,898 cases. Apart from 
cash grants in cases of illness, the Dublin 
office gave assistance in various ways. 

The Committee supplied or obtained from 
other sources for applicants artificial teeth. 
spectacles and surgical appliances. Other 
work done by the Committee included send- 
ing men to hospital and convalescent homes ; 
purchasing horses and ponies to enable men 
to start dealing. They also paid arrears 
of rent for men threatened with eviction: 
redeemed articles from pawn; paid debts and 
insurance arrears ; railway fares on taking up 
employment; purchased barber's tools for 
one man, a bootmaking machine for another, 
sweep's brushes for another, and in forty-one 
cases saved ex-Service men who died un- 
insured from a pauper’s grave. 

A particularly hard type of case, which 
only the Help Society can assist. is the man 
who served during the Great War and is 
now suffering from some chronic disability, 
which the Ministry of Pensions hold to be 
not due to service, and therefore non- 
pensionable. The year had been a hard one 
for old soldiers, and distress had heen acute 
in all parts of Ireland. 

The Committee’s Investigator frequently 
found beds with no blankets, cupboards with 
no food, and fireplaces with no fuel. In 
some cases everything in the room had been 
pawned for food, and empty boxes were 
used for tables and chairs. 

THANKS TO VOLUNTARY WORKERS. 

The report goes on to express thanks to 
the Society’s voluntary workers iv all paris 
of the country, to Mrs. Gaisford St. Law- 
rence and Mrs. Forde-Leathlev, who 
organised a ball during Punchestown Week, 
which made a net profit of £301 lls. 8d.; 
to Mrs. Gaisford, who undertook a country 

roduce sale, which made £114 15s. 9d.; to 
Ars. -Fetherstonhawgh,, who, by a raffle and 
collection in Westmeath, raised £55 15s. 6d. : 
and to Mrs. Porter, who again collected 
about £80. A sum of £239 19s. 6d. was 
saved to the Society through assistance re- 
ceived trom Regimental Associations, par- 
ticularly the Roval Cambridge Fund and 
the Royal Artallery War Commemoration 
Fund. 

In response to an appeal for help for ex- 
Service men—not eligible under the ordi- 
nary rules of the Society—a sum of £366 
6s. 8d. was obtained. This brought com- 
fort and happiness to many. 

CO-ORDINATION OF FUNDS. 

Colonel Bramston Newman, in proposing 
the adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts, paid a.tribute to the work cof 
Mrs. Fetherstonhaugh. They could con: 
gratulate themselves.on their financial posi- 
Lion. Everybody had done their best to 
get subscriptions, especially if they Iceked 
back to the time when they had 
to infringe upon their invested funds to 
help them out. There was a report on the 
work of the Legion the other day, and one 
joint that struck him there referrel to the 
co ordination of funds. “ The great blot on 
our Army, Navy and airmen relief funds,’ 
he said, “is that they are so separated. H 
was stated in that report that the time was 
soon coming when all our large charities 
would be combined in one.” In that way 
overhead charges would be reduced, and there 
would be no occasion to send men from one 
place to another because they were not 
eligible for one particular fund. At present 
men came to him and said they had been 
turned down at some othermlace. 

With regard to the wood@) Sing industry 
started in Castlebar, he thoviast more could 
be done in that direction to help ex-Service 
men. 

Miss McCionigal (Belfast) seconded. She 
said that last year in Belfast they had to 
deal with over a thousand applications in 
different ways. They had helped by giving 
medical treatment to men, their wives and 
children; one man got a ‘cello to join an 
orchestra, and others had ben given 
travelling allowances. They had still fifty 
veterans on their list, and they were a 
healthy lot indeed. One of these, who died 
last Christmas, had helped to bring in the 
body of the Prince Imperial, which was a 
long time ago. 

They had no overcharges, as all expenses, 
except the printing of the report, were paid 
out of meciiihiogy? own pockets. 

The report was adopted. 

Mrs, Gaisford St. Lawrence proposed and 
Viscountess Gormanston seconded the re- 
election of the Earl of Meath as President, 
Lady Arnott as Vice-President, Mrs. John 
Fetherstonhaugh as Hon. General Secretary, 
and Mr. M. J. Nolan, Mrs. Gaisford, Colonel!

The National Chamber oí Trade, at its 
coníerence in Belfast, yesterday, adopted a 
resolution proposed by Mr. Walter Clarke, 
Chairman of the Board, regretting the intro- 
duction of the Government bill to set up a 
Consumers’ Council, as it proposed the 
establishment of arbitrary and bureaucratic 
means of fixing the control and prices of 
an extensive and jndefinite range of com- 
modities, interfering with the processes of 
trade wo the extent that the supply oí certain 
foods, which were seantiontte necessities, 
u:ight be seriously disturbed. The Council 
requested the Government to withdraw the 
vid, otherwise they would oppose it to the 
utmost of their power. 

The conference also decided to request the 
Postmaster-General to take drastic steps to 
ensure the safety of mails and parcels in 
transit. 

Mr. C. B. C. Hitchens, Leeds, moved 
a recommendation to members, which was 
carried, to watch carefully bills promoted by 
local authorities, m view of the clauses 
inserted in such bills for the purpose ol 
obtaining very wide powers for trading and 
other purposes, which was a menace to the 
rights and privileges of private enterprise, 
and were likely to increase the rates. 

LOSS ON ‘BUSES. 

Mr. H. G. Shippon (Leeds), who supported 
the motion, mentioned that the municipal 
‘buses in Leeds werc losing £1,000 per week, 
whereas private ’buses were making a yroht, 
and the trams were a distinct success.

SCENE AT BUCKINGHAM 
PALACE.

The King and Oueen held their first 
Court of the season at Buckingham Palace 
last night. Every eye was focussed on 
Their Majesties as they took up their 
positions by the golden thrones in the 
great ballroom. It was the King’s first 
appearance at a Court since his recent 
illness. “He wore the full-dress uniform of 
Colonel-in-Chief. of the Grenadier Guards. 

The Queen’s dress was of blue and silver 
paillette, over silver lace, with a train to 
match, bordered and embroidered with 
Louis Quinze bows of diamanté, and lined 
with changeant blue and silver tissue. She 
wore a magnificent diamond coronet, with 
a deep collar and sautoir of diamonds, 
and on her breast shone the famous Koh-i- 
Noor and the lesser Stars of Africa, with 
a large diamond drop. She also wore the 
Order of the Garter. 

In the Royal circle were the Prince of 
Wales, in Welsh Guards’ uniform: the 
Duke of York, in naval uniform; Princess 
Mary (Countess of Harewood), in a dress 
of pale blue, trimmed with diamanté and 
a silver tissue train, and a tiara and 
ornaments of diamonds and sapphires; 
Princess Louise (Duchess of Argyll), in a 
gown of gold; the Duke and Duchess of 
Beaufort, Lady Helena Gibbs and Colonel 
Evelyn Gibbs. 


THE PROCESSION. 

Just before 9.30 the King and Queen, 
preceded by the Lord Chamberlain and the 
great officers of State in their splendid 
uniforms, walked in slow procession 
through the Picture Gallery and the State 
rooms to the ballroom. As Their Majesties 
entered the guard of honour of the 
Grenadier Guards, mounted in the fore- 
court of the Palace, gave the Royal Salute. 
and the band played the National Anthem. 

Then a long stream of presentations 
began. There were eight hundred guests. 
and over half of them were débutantes. 

As each name was called by the Lord 
Chamberlain, the débutante and the lady 
presenting her moved forward, made their 
reverences, and passed the thrones, 

Along the sides of the great room, with 
its magnificent decorations of gold and 
white, other guests sat on gilt chairs, 
watching the changirg spectacle, while 
from the State diningroom came the 
strains of music played by the string 
band of the Grenadier Guards.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

After three days before the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the Senate, Mr. 
Stimson, the Secretary of State, and head 
of the American naval delegation in 
London, agreed with those who were 
addressing critical questions to him “that 
parity between British and American 
cruisers would not be reached until after 
1936. He argued, however, that nothing 
better could be expected. 


ADMIRAL’'S EVIDENCE. 

Admiral Pratt, one of the technical 
advisers at the Naval Conference, followed 
Mr. Stimson, and expressed the opinion 
that the Treaty was very satisfactory. 

He said that although he was known to 
favour 8-inch gun cruisers he preferred 
the variety of big and little guns provided 
in the new agreement. Six-inch guns 
were preferable with bad visibility. 

He added: ‘‘ You have not good visi- 
bility in the Pacific.” 


WHY THE TREATY IS 
SATISFACTORY. 

Senator Borah, the Chairman of the 
Committee asked: ‘‘ Is the Treaty satis- 
factory to you? ” 

Admiral Pratt, in reply, said: ‘ Yes, 
sir, it suits me, and when I say that I 
know, if we had any fighting now, I would 
have to do it.”’ 

Senator Robinson, of Indiana (Republi- 
can) contended that the Treaty repre- 
sented a radical change in policy. 

Admiral Pratt, in reply, said: “ Who 
knows anything about 8-inch or 6-inch 
cruisers? We have never fought either. 
Eight-inch only fire about three a 
minute, and are useless’ at . night; 
six-inch fire ten to twelve a minute. I 
do not want all my eggs in one basket. 
Give me some faster six-inchers. We need 
them for night action.’’

THE COMING INDIAN 
CONFERENCE. 


TWO SIDES OF THE 
- PROBLEM. 


-——— &—-— 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—The latest correspondence be- 
tween the Prime Minister and the Viceroy 
shows that the British and Indian Govern- 
ments are carefully studying the problem 
of the representation of the two Indias, 
and more especially of British India, at 
the coming Conference. There are two 
sides to the problem—the method by 
which the delegates are to be appointed, 
and the apportionment of representatives 
to the numé@rous interests claiming to be 
heard. The selection of delegates from a 
number of candidates, all fired with the 
ambition to shine patriotically at White- 
hall, would be an invidious task, even for 
a Viceroy whose fairmindedness and 
sense of justice have won general respect. 

In his letter to Mr. Macdonald, Lord 
Irwin expresses the view that the best 
way of ensuring fair representation is by 
invitation of prominent Indians, in con- 
sultation, where possible, with the in- 
terests concerned. In some cases such 
consultation may not be possible. If, for 
example, the leaders of the Mahasabha, 
which might fairly be described as the 
Hindu Clerical Party, should decide to 
follow Pandit Malaviya into the non- 
co-operating camp, then the Govern- 
ment of India would simply have to 
invite the best available  —repre- 
sentative of high-caste orthodoxy, and 
to tell its crities that, if the 
non-co-operators dislike its choice, they 
have only themselves to blame. But the 
dust and din which Mr. Gandhi's disciples 
are raising must not obscure the fact that 
a majoritv—and a. large majority—of 
British-Indians are at heart for participa- 
tion, end any difficulty as to the method 
of invitation could easily be surmounted 
if communities, parties or interests were 
to appoint panels to select candidates and 
to submit their names for the choice of 
the Viceroy. The example of the European 
community, which has already suggested 
the adoption of this procedure, may well 
be followed by other bodies. In the case 
of the Indian States, where gossip has been 
busy with princely rivalries and the ambi- 
tions of Ministers, Lord Irwim has in- 
formed the Prime Minister that he antici- 
pates no difficulty in reaching an accept- 
able decision as to the personnel of their 
delegation. 

The other side of the problem—how to 
restrict the size of the British-Indian dele- 
gation to manageable proportions, and at 
the same time to ensure a fair representa- 
tion at the Conference of all important 
Indian interests — obviously presents 
greater difficulties. The importance of the 
occasion and the gravity of the issues at 
stake have naturally encouraged al] the 
co-operating parties, and notably those 
representing the religious minorities, to 
demand the fullest possible representa 
tion.

The General Synod of the Church of 
Ireland resumed its sittings in the Synod 
Hall, Christchurch place, Dublin, yester- 
day, the Most Rev. Dr, D'Arcy, Primate, , 
presiding. 

Lord Glenavy, and later Lord Justice 
Best, acted as Assessor to the i’rimate. 
There was again a very full attendance 
of clerical and lay members. 

The Bishop of Chekiang was introduced 
to the House, and took his seat on the 
Episcopal Bench amidst applause. 

The President said that, as customary, 
on the previous day he had mentioned 
members of the Synod who had passed 
away since the last meeting. There was 
one whom he should like to mention, and 
that was the late Bishop Orpen, who was 
for fourteen years Bishop of Limerick, 
and who died in January last at the 
age of 93. 

ECCLESIASTICAL RECORDS. 


Mr. J. A. Maconchy moved the 
adoption of the report ot the Standing 
Committee. It set out, inter alia, that 
the sub-committee appointed in the year 
1925 to further the publication of 
ecclesiastical records had held a number 
of meetings since the last session of the 
Synod. <A large amount of work in 
connection with the collection and trans- 
cription of Church records had been done. 

Mr. Maconchy said that the Records 
Office was burned years ago, and with i5 
perished an enormous quantity ef very 
valuable records relating to their Church. 
That committee had for its main object 
the gathering up and the replacement by 
copies and so on of the documents which 
had been lost, and had done an immense 
amount of valuable work, It was 
astonishing the number of documents and 
valuable copies which had been traced and 
unearthed.

OBITUARY. 


DR. HAROLD LITTLEDALE. 

Dr. Harold Littledale, Emeritus Professor 
of English Language and Literature at 
University College, Cardiff, died at his 
residence at Southbourne, Bournemouth, on 
Sunday last, at the age of 77. He edited 
various English texts, but his chief claim to 
remembrance is the influence he exerted on 
the problem of Indian primary education by 
the advice and guidance he gave the Gaekwar 
of Baroda in introducing to Indian soil the 
principle of compulsion. 
Born to a Dublin solicitor on October ó, 
1853, he was educated at Armagh Royal 
School and Trinity College, Dublin. Here he 
graduated in arts and was in 1876 senior 
moderator. In later years Dublin conferred 
upon him the degree of Litt.D. His best 
years were spent in Baroda State, where on 
the educational side he had a large share in 
bringing in the new, progressive order follow- 
ing on the deposition of Malaharao Gaekwar 
and the accession of the present San 
Sayaji Rao Gaekwar. He went out in 1879 
as Vice-Principal and Professor of History 
and English Literature at Baroda College, and 
his influence told in making the young ruler 
so keen in intellectua] pursuits and conversa 
tion with the college professors. The two 
men formed a close friendship, and in later 
vears Littledale. was appointed Director of 
Vernacular Instruction in the State. It was 
while he held this post that the foundations 
were laid of the compulsory system introduced 
in Baroda many years before the’ principle 
found expression in the Statute-book of any 
province of British India. The idea was 
derided as wholly inapplicable to Indian con- 
ditions; but it is now generally accepted in 
provincial legislation, though its application 
is much restricted,.on financial and other 
grounds. 
Littledale spent 


much of his leisure in

and fauna of India, making many valuable 


contributions to the.Journal of the Bombay 


Natura! History Society. " He was a Fellow 
of the University of Bombay. Retiring from 
India after years in Baroda, he was 
appointed Professor of English Language anil 
Literature at the University “me of South 
Wales and Monmouth, Cardiff. In addition 
to his editing of various texts, he wrote 
occasionally on English literature apd natural 
He was also interested in folklore. 
He was made Emeritus Professor in 1921.

EXPEDITION REACHES 
BASE CAMP. 
Oo 
GRANDEUR OF THE GREAT 
MOUNTAIN.

AANCHENJIUNGA. BASK CAMP,

The fates still tend to play pitch and toss” 


with us. The commissariat is always a source 
of the greatest anxiety. Feeding a dozen 
Europeans is one thing; feeding 5300 coolies 
another. As the food promised by the 
Nepalese authorities was not at Khunza, the 
Expedition had to obtain food locally. For- 
tunately enough was forthcoming to carry on, 
and local porters will bring food to the base 
camp, enabling us to send back food to the 
porters helping Hannah at Tseram, and to 
the porters to help Tobin to get the loadz 
over Kank La. 

The Expedition should have proceeded in 
one party, and not three, as this has caused 
many difficulties and much anxiety over the 
maintenance of communications and the dis- 
tribution of food, 

At Khunza the Expedition was entertained 
at the monastery. Climbing flights of rickety 
ladders, we were ushered into a large barn- 
like temple, where a sinister gloom was 
broken by oil lamps before the effigies of 
Buddha and past Head Lhamas.§ The 
monastery is a branch of the famous Khampa 
Dzong Monastery, but, curiously enough, 
its Lhamas marry. The Lhamas_ also 
policemen in. keeping order at 
Khunza We were shown a rawhide whip 
with which this: is accomplished. The 
monastery band, under the direction. of the 
head Lhama, a. benevolent old gantleman, 
with a broad smile, demonstrated its talent, 
accompanied by the Head Lhama’s prayer 
wheel and vigerous bell: ringing. The in- 
tervals between. the ‘hisic were óccupied 
with monotonous chanting. The. ceremony 
was completed by everyone flinging rice on 
ihe floor. 

We returned this hospitality with a grama- 
phone re@tal, exciting much amusement, 
and even 4we, as gramaphones are unknown 
here But ‘“‘Sunny Side Up”’ seemed: in- 
congruous in the religions gloom of the old 
monastery. We left the monastery after 
drinking large quantities of marwa, a local 
liquor, which produced. cheerful effects on 
more than one member of the expedition. 

Thanks to the herculean efforts of Wood 
Johnson, we were able to leave Khunza with 
coolie food for some days on the last stage 
of our journey to the base camp, leaving 
our Subahdar and Ghurka N.C.QO. to super- 
vise’*the® sending of further food to the 
camp. For some distance we followed a 
good. path, passing sylvan glades with yel- 
low -primroses, with upward glimpses otf 
cathedral-like peaks dominating the valley, 
and sometimes encountering leisurely herds

haired, like ehildren s toys. incidentally, 
one accompanied the exnedition as food. 
UP THE VALLEY. 

After a few miles the path 
into a mere tiail, to clear which 
were often neeessary, sometimes we descended 
into the viver-bed, where the roar of the 
melted snow. welers of Kanchenjunga, amid 
a maze of monstrous bdulders, telling of 
tremendous floods, when boulders as large as 
cottages are carried down like pebbles. We 
forced to traverse ah insecure shale 
down which large stcnes were con- 
stantly falling, and. finally toiled up the 
moraine of the Jamnn Glacier, which juts 
across the valley; Evening mists enwrapped 
us as we stumbied over the.stony labyrinth, 
but ouca they’ parted, revealing Jannu's 
wonderfal precipices, aflame in the declining 
sun, a fantastic vision. ‘that Gustave Dore 
would have despaired. of reproducing. 

li was almost dark as we forded a chill 
glacier torrent to the meadows of Kang- 
hachen. a littls village 6f primitive chalets, 
near which we pitched camp. We awoke 
next morning ta a view of: Jannu and its 
satellites rising from the unexplored Jannu 
Glaci This was our first near view ot 
the Himalayar. giants; and the wedge-like 
summits of rock ice springing nia terrific angle 
thousands of feet above impressed us with 
their utter impregnability.§ A mountaimeer s 
trained eve seeks routes vainly, for unlike the 
Alps the construction of many Himalayan 
peaks Is so indefinite that the most promising 
route usually ends in a complete cut-off. 

(Jeologically, they are new mountains, and 
tne vast masses of rock flung haphazardly 
heavenwards are not yet weathered sufh- 
cently to aflord man a chance of treading 
their summits. 

Several of the inhabitants of Kangbachen 
were stunted and «warf-like, probably be- 
cause of. interwumarriage and lack of fresh 
blood. Oné married couple were no larger 
than children of five. From Kangbachen we 
followed the long terminal moraines of the 
Kanchenjunga Glacier, traversing denuded 
banks of dangerously loose stones and crossing 
the debris of a huge rockfall which had ap- 
We camped 
at Lhonak in a snowstorm. Owing to the 
two long marches many of the porters did not 
arrive; spending the night lower down. 

AT THE BASE CAMP. 

@n April 26th we made our last march 
to -the base camp. We followed the side 
moraines of the glacier, which is so stone- 
cevered that the lower portion resembles 
abwnunition: dumps. 
was clouded, and we arrived at the site of 
the base camp (at Pangperma), in a 
desultory snowfall that soon: grew 
iio a. full-fledged storm. The base 
Camp is in a grassy hollow, sheltered 
slightly from the bitterly cold winds, which 
blow with as much persistance and 
pemetrative powers as ‘atethe Hverest base 
camp. It was a cold welcome, with the tem- 
perature on the first night two degrees Fahr. 
outside the tent and 15 degrees inside; but 
thts was forgotten as we parted the tent 
flans and peered outside next morning. 

Bapesite, across the Kanchenjunga glacier, 
rises the wedge peak, a sheer fang of rock ice 
soaring over 7,000 feet above the glacier in 
cleaming ice slopes and sliced red precipices. 
Like Siniolchum, it is the embodiment of in- 
accessibility, and the final culminating blades 
of ice, built one on another in tremendous 
Lut ordered confusion, glance frigidly down

GRANDEUR OF KANCHENJUNGA., .

It is built in a series “of 
sloping terraces, “each guarded by sheer ice 
walls. Sometimes great masses of tens ol 
thóúsands of tons break away, thundering 
madiy down the mountain side. On the 
Kanchenjunga glacier above the final terrace 
rise the two highest. summits, that to the 
east being supreme. 

If the final terrate can be recched and á 
camp established, it is practically certain, 
given good weather, that the summit can be 
raached: ‘The three main terraces can pos- 
sibly befrontally attacked, the ice walls 
heing turned on the Jeft, The gentral angle 
is not excessive, but the intervening ground 
between the first and second terraces 1s most 
It possesses grave disadvant- 
ages, as a climber would be exposed to falling 
stones and snow avalanches. Should they be 
caught in a high camp by heavy snowlall 
akalanches would make their retreat impos- 
sible. .

Mr. Leonard, appears to be obsessed with 
the idea that the Post Office should be run 
on commercial Imes, and is apparently dis- 
posed ic discard all considerations of an 
efficient service and a contented staff, in its 
stampede to make the Post.Office pay. The 
Union would iike to see the Post Office pay 
its way, but it is not prepared to subscribe 
te the idea that the Post Office should pay 
its way at the price of decreasing its useful- 
ness to the public and by paving “ sweated ”’ 
rates of wages to its employés. 

It was a standing reproach to the Post 
Oifice that its services were run on the 
labour of men who.in many cages received 
less than £1 per. week for the ‘responsible 
duties which they were called upon to under- 
take in the public interest.

snowslopes. and joining the upper part of 
the Bavarian 1929 route made, either will 
lead to the upper terrace, where Camp 5 
will be made. One more camp is expected 
between here and the summit, as the going 
will be desperately slow up the final rocky 
pyramid, and a 1,000 feet ascent may well 
represent the limit of the climbers’ endar- 
ance. 


BASE CAMP INTERLUDE. 


Professor Dyhrenfurth decreed four days’ 
rest on our arrival at the base camp before 
starting operations against Kanchenjunga. 
This was. necessary íor the porters, who have 
worked. magnificently, and for the general 
organisation. Hannah's party has now 
arrived, but Tobin is not expected for another 
week. However, we have enough equipment 
to carry on, and to establish the first three 
or four camps. 

Meanwhile everyone is busily engaged in 
digging himself in and fhaking the base camp 
comfortable. A large Everest mess tent has 
been erected, in which three times a day the 
climbers revile or praise the efforts of the 
cook. In the evening the gramaphone 
gladdens the assembled company, but, like 
us, it is susceptible te>cold. which congeals 
its vitals. After a chilly dinner we creep 
into our little tents, piling the flaps tightly 
together as a protection “against the inroads 
of the nightly snowstorms, to awake to the 
warm and friendly sun that invariably begins 
the day, as the snowstorms end it. 

The rest period has been utilised by Wie- 
land to ascend a peak of about 2,000 feet, 
and which proved fairly easy. Wood, John- 
son and Smythe attempted a higher and more 
difficult peak. They found heavy step- 
cutting necessary along the ice ridge, and 
were finally caught in a sudden furious storm 
150 feet from the summit. and forced to 
retreat. Step-cutting at 20,000 feet is dis- 
tinctly laborious work the numbing, para- 
lysing intensity, of a storm at this height 
sapping one’s physical and mental forces to 
an extraordinary degree. This wind, which 
w. have seen daily whipping loose snow from 
the Kanchenjunga ri ge, is our ' greatest 
antagonist. From the distance there is some-

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EDUCATION BILL. | 


“IN THE NORTH. 


COMMITIEE STAGE 
“>. PASSED, 


PRIME “MINISTER AND 
THE MEASURE, 


In the Northern House of. Commons yes- 
terday the Committee stage of the new 
Education Bill was continned. 

At the outset a number of drafting amend- 
ments in regard to the provisions for super 
annuation, Mr. J. H. Robb, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education, sub- 
mitted the new clause providing for Govern- 
ment grants and loans for voluntary schools. 

This clause is intended to give effect to 
the promise of the Prime Minister to give 
grants of fifty per cent. towards the erection 
and equipment of new voluntary schools on 
the alteration, enlargement, reconstruction 
or equipment of an eristing voluntary school. 
The clause provides that the school be vested 
in trustees appointed with the approval. of 
the Ministry for the purpose of maintaming 
and carrying on the school. 

In moving the clause, Mr. Robb said that 
Mr. Devlin had an amendment upon the 
Order Paper providing for the payment of 
three-quarters instead of half of the cost of 
new voluntary schools by the- Government, | 
including the cost of the site 
and equipment, The new clause 
which he was submitting provided also 
for the half-cost. of the site of a new school. 
rhe clause also provided for half. ‘the. cost 
of any enlargement or reconditioning of 
schools trendy erected. 


HALF A LOAF. 

Mr. Cahir Healy said that it was the 
opinion of a great many members of* the 
Government that Catholics should be’ grate- 
ful for half a loaf. The Prime Minister hed 
told a delightful half-truth of the experienced 
politician when he said: that from 1914 on- 
wards 75 per cent. building grants wére not 
available for schools. He did not tell the 
House that that was the war period, when 
money was available for virtually’ nothing 
but war purposes. Catholics were now worse 
off than before the Act of 1923. . 

Mr. J..H. Collins said that for holding 
for the rights of religious teaching ‘Catholics 
were being penalised 50 per cent. | There 
ought to be no ‘hypecrisy about this. 
If ever there was a Government that ‘ought 
to have a feeling. for a minoritv if was 
that Government. Its existence was due to the 
fact that it was a minority. The only argu. 
ment. which the leaders of the Unionist Party 
had when a measure of self-governmant was 
introduced. for the country was that they were 


a minority. They were only a 24 ner cent. 
minority of the people, and théy 'fondht the 
concession of Home Rule. “There were’greater 
té seohr caused to the whole world by. 
that hght than he cared to enter into, but 

that 24 per cent. minority got what they 

wanted, and there were Catholics 25 pér cen.

Proceeding, Mr. Devlin said that in every- 
thing educational the Catholic schools muat 
keep up to the same standard as other schools. 
Some of the new Belfast schools : ost £30,000 
or £40.000, and this should all be paid out 
of public funds. Supposing that any of the 
Catholic schools were condemned, and they 
were compelled in a working-class area to 
build new schools, and if thev had to spend 
ten, twenty, or thirty thousand pounds, they 
would onif get half the cost. and the other 
half would’ have to be raised from the pcorest 
section of the community. At a time of: de- 
p'orable ‘industrial ‘depression, whew it’ was 
almost impossible for people to Jive, much less - 
raise money for educational purposes, that { 
was a situation. which «should -have appcaled 
to the sympath; anc spirit of justice of the 
Government, but seemingly it had not done 
so. The position of voluntary. schools should 
not be worsened in a scheme of educational 
1eform, which otherwise was of a very high 
character, ' 


THE PRIME MINISTER. ' 

The Pylme Minister (Viscount Craigavon) 
said that Mr. Devlin had declared that they 
were placing Roman Cathélics” in.

Lord Craigavon—And he asserted it threo 
more, and the question betweén us is who in 
the best informed as to what happened: prior 
and subsequent to the Great War? 

Proceeding, Lord Craigavon said that’ for 
many years before 1914 serious differences 
existed between the British Treasury and the 
Commissionérs of National Education in le. 
land in regard to school buildings grants. 
The Treasury pressed for the termination of 
the system, and the placing of the burden 
on the ratepayers. At last, in or about 1907, 
the ‘Treasury offered to give a definite and 
final sum of ‘about. £300,000, spread over six 
years to 1915, and it was found that many 
new schools were “still required. “The war 
broke out, and all new. grants were suspended 
After the war the discussions were. renewed, 
and, after much correspondence, the utmost 
that the Commissioners could secure was 
that, in cases of extreme urgency, where the 
Treasury was itself satisfied that the existing 
buildings. were quite unsuitable and dangerous 
to health, the Commissioners might make 
grants as an exceptional matter. He (Lord 
Craigavon) held that, under their Act, they 
were offering far better conditions than the 
nebulous ones that existed before. 

Mr. Healy pointed out that they were 
altering the Act, and giving only 50 per 
cent.. to Catholic schools, while other schools 
got 100 per cent. 


EFFECT OF THE BILL, 

Lord Craigavon—The statement has been 
made that the Government is taking some- 
thing away. from Roman Catholics. 

Mr. Healy—Yes, 25 per cent. 

Lord Craigavon replied that the present 
bill was placing the Reman Catholic schools 
ir a better’ position than they were under the 
1923. Act and also under the Commissioners 
of National Education. 

“I think at is quite clear,’ he added, 
“that the Government is giving something 
that the Roman Catholics did not possess 
before. ' 

Proceeding, Lord Craigavon pointed out 
that a number of Catholic schools came under 
vhe Fovr’ and “Two Udommittee system, and 
were able to secure two-thirds, and in some 
instances seven-eighths, grants for building. 
He hoped that the members opposite would 
helieve him when he said, in all conscience, 
that, whan they realised that Catholics were 
forming these Four and Two Committees in 
various parts .of Ulster, he concluded, 
and he thought he had every reason to 
concinde, that they were coming into their 
educational system, and that this Act was 
proving satisfactory to all classes and creeds 
in the Ulster area. 

Mr. Devlin—What made you think that? 
Don't you know that not half a dozen 
schools entered the Four and Two Com- 
mittee system, and they did it under the 
pressure of economic necessity ? 

Proceeding, Lord Craigavon said that all 
the schools could not come im at once, but 
when.a few were beginning to come in he 
saw nothing in the argument that there was 
anything in the Act against the conscientious 
feelings ' the Roman Catholic people. 
Members of the Opposition Lad put up a case 
which he did not think was a strong case. 
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LOANS TO MARRLED 
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“WOMEN, * 
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Some. interesting details regarding the 
system of money-lending in thá Free State 
were given -before the Select Committee of 
the Dail on the Moneylenders ‘Bill, .whieh 
sat in Leinster House yesterday. - 

At’ the commencement. oí the: proceedings 
the chairman, Mr. Jasper Wolfe, T.D., said 
that it would be well for the public to know 
that. the committee weyt .prepafed to hear 
eviderive. Those wishibg to give evidence 
should submit a resemé of their proposed 
evidences to’ the secretary, and. if it was 
relevant they would be called. 

Mr. Little, T.D., suggested that they 
should arrange that any witness, who wished 
it should -be allowed to keep his name secret 
from the Press. . 

The Chairman said that he. was sare the 
Committee would agree im such cases to ask 
the Press not to disclose the” mhíne, 

The first wittiess was tlie hon. treasurer 
| of the Money-lenders’ ‘Association. He stated 
that he had been in business in Dublin since 
i 1912. The Association had ‘been formed three 
years ago, when there. was some trouble in 
the city,-owing. to the actions of a certain 
organisation towards his trade. His organisa 
tion was not Fe to a bill of this nature, 
on principle. ‘They would like to see some of 
its provisions altered; but they agreed that 
there should be a bill controlling the opera- 
tions of money-lenders. 

He suggested that the definition “' true 
name’’ should be defined jn the bill as “the 
name by which the money-lender has 
ordinarily been known for at least ten years 
preceding the date of his application for a 
licence.”"’ He had been in this country tor 
forty-two years, and had given his name an 
Angliciséll spelling and pronunciation, as he 
found that nobody here could spell. it. 


SECRET LOANS TO WIVES. 

He urged that the provisions’ of the bill 
which stipulates that a married woman 
should “nót be able to borrow without her 
husband’s consent should be struck out. He 
suggested that the provision was contrary to 
the Constitution. A great many women 
transacted business on their own account, and 
did not wish their, husbands to know that 
they had money, *ecause if the husbands 
knew they had money they would want some 
of it. .In many casés the husbands were 
idlers. 

The. Chairman—Do you, im fact, lend 
money to married women who have no 
separate incomes’—We do; we usually find 
that the money is. required. for | household 
purposes. Í have no trouble with such clients 
or with their husbands on account of such 
loans. 

The “Chairman—You never have trouble 
within ?--I have never been in court in my 
life, and 1-have been in this business in 
Dublin Yor é¢ighteen years. I have had bad 
debts, but rarely with this class “of women. 
I find that, af the husband. does not pay me, 
the wife will often pay, his debt, but. the 
husband will never pay his wife’s .debt. 

On the question of interest, he suggested 
that sixty per cent. interest» per annum 
should be allowed on small leans. ‘Interest 
of only twenty or even forty-eight per cant. 
would simply mean. the extinction of small 
loans. 

In reply to the Chairman, who asked what 

his percentage of bad debts was, the witness 
said that he lent money at the rate of five 
shillings per £1. He found that on the 
years transactions he made three shillings 
on each £1. Cost of collection he set down 
as one shilling, and bad debts were repre- 
sented by one shilling. 
_ The Chairman—I would not be surprised 
if you are under-estimating your bad debts. 
How is the English Act, which ‘only allows 
forty-eight per. cent: interest, working? I 
hear that:a great many of the small people 
have had to give up. 


BETTER SECURITY IN ENGLAND. 

The witness added that Irish money-lenders 
had more expenses, beeaúse they had to 
collect themoney. 


bad debts here? . 

Witness—There are more, because there is 
less security. “An Englishman has a house 
of which he is proud, . The man who borrows

week interest. 

The witness, in reply to Mr. Little, 
that the privileges of every business 
abused by a small section. “ Touting,” by 
going into houses to induce women to borrow, 
should be made a criminal offence.. 

To Mr. P. S. Doyle, T.D.—The sums of 
money lent to a married woman without her 
husband's consent varied up to. £5. He had 
never heard of £100 being lent under such 
circumstances, 


SIXTY-TWO PER CENT. 


The Minister for Justice—Do these street 
traders ever get out-of the moneylenders’ 
hands? If they get out of one they go to 
another. 

Mr, Little; What does your charge of five 
shillings per £1 per transaction work out at 
per annum? Sixty-two per cent. It is a 
uniform charge for all clients, good and bad. 
and the fact that no moneylender can afford 
to charge less proves that ‘it is a reasonable 
one. 

The Minister—Are tHere any money- 
lenders in Dublin, who, as the advertisements 
say, lend £10,000 on one’s note of hand? 

Witness laughed, and said a loan of £100 
was regarded as a big transaction in Dublin. 

A member of the Dublin Credit Traders’

N.U.R. STATEMENT. 


RECOGNITION WANTED. 


A meeting of the Executive of the 
N.U.R. was held in Dublin yesterday, 
which continued for several hours, and 
will be resumed to-day. 

Mr. J. Marchbank, Assistant Industrial 
General Secretary of the N.U.R., in an 
interview with an Irish Times representa- 
tive, said that ‘‘the stoppage -of work 
which had taken place by the employés of 
the I.0.C. was a sequel to the continued 
refusal on the part of the management of 
the Irish Omnibus Company to meet repre- 
sentatives of the Union with a view to 
discussing the grievances which, the men 
alleged, existed in the conditions of 
service, 

“The policy of the company, as in- 
dicated in their communication of the 
10th inst., was to the effect that they 
declined to recognise the Union, and it 
had: been largely responsible for the action 
taken by the members on their own 
initiative. 

“The Executive Committee of the Union 
met yesterday in Dublin, and decided to 
give a: further opportunity to the repre- 
sentatives of the [.0,C. to meet repre- 
sentatives of the Executive with a view 
to an early resumption of work and, at 
the same time, obtain official recognition 
of the Union.’’ 

Mr. Marchbank stated that ‘‘ certain 
alterations were made in the existing rates 
of pay in April. Although to conductors 
in the main it meant an improvement in 
the rate of wages, the men strongly 
resented the alterations being made with- 
out negotiations taking place between the 
Union officials and the company. 

“The Executive Committee,’’ he added, 
‘are still in session, and await a reply 
ta the request, for a meeting before further 
action is decided upon.” 

Mr. Marchbank added that the Union 
represented over 90 per cent. of the em- 
ployés of the company.

CORK AS EUROPEAN 
TERMINAL ?

The possibility of the establishment of 
Cork as the European terminal vort for 
projected air services over the North 
Atlantic Ocean is indicated in a eom- 
munication which has been received by the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners from “the 
O'Connor Trans-Atlantic Airways, In- 
corporated, New York. Some months age 
the company were furnished with detai's 
regarding the suitability ef the port for 
adoption for this purpose, and they now 
declare that these reports have increased 
their desiré to make Cork Harbour their 
European terminal, | 

The requirements of the firm include 
the eréction of a shed and a directionai 
radio beacon signal station at the 
harbour, and the. selection of Cope 
Harbour. depends .to some extent on the 
results of a round trip of Europe. 

MAILS AND PASSENGERS. 

I understand that the ¢ost of these 
facilities would be in the neighbourhood 
of ten thousand pounds, and that Cork 
Harbour Commissioners are so impressed 
by the project that a further report on 
this aspect of the proposal will be pre- 
pared within the next few weeks by their 
engineer, Mr. J. Price. i 

This proposed Atiantic air service 
would open with a flying boat service 
from New York to Queenstown, via New- 
foundland, and would be guaranteed con- 
tinuous for at least nine months of the 
year. Linked up with the trans-Atlantic 
services, would be a flying boat service 
from Detroit over the Great Lakes and 
the St. Lawrence river to St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, afd an air mail service, 
which has already been opened by 
Canadian Airways, Ltd.., between 
Montreal, Quebec and St. John’s. 

A CONNECTING SERVICE. 

In the course of the communication to 
the Cork Harbour Commissioners the 
O'Connor Trans-Atlantic Airways say :— 

“ Our final determination to make your 
port our European port of destination 
depends entirely on. (1) whether the 
necessary local facilities will be available 
in your harbour; and (2) whether a local 
air distribution service will be established 
at Cork Harbour to connect with Paris 
or London. Such local air service, however, 
should be operated under Government con- 
trol, or subject to the control of some re- 
presentative body of your citizenship, in 
order that we may have reasonable assur- 
ance of the co-operation. necessary for the 
prompt despatch of mail, freight or pas- 
sengers brought. to your port through our 
service. i 

“ Such local air service, we feel, in the 
hands of a foreign corporation would be 
equivalent to a monopoly that would be 
fundamentally in. a position to dictate 
terms of co-operative service, dominate or 
descriminate against any other foreign 
cerporation using your harbour as a sea- 
plane terminal, over the ocean. 

QUESTION OF FACILITIES. 

“ We are sure you and the gentlemen 
of your board have vision enough to see 
that we are heading into an era of ocean 
air service across the Atlantic. Your 
harbour seems to be the. most logical sea- 
plane base for trans-ocean service. 

“With regatd to the Northern 
American continent, a local service estab- 
lished at Queenstown connecting with the 
European continent would, undoubtedly, 
also attract trans-Atlantic steamships 
carrying mails destined for British ports. 
Ir other words, your harbour will be 
attractive to ocean aircraft and surface 
craft to the extent to which you furnish 
accommodation and facilities.”

COAL BILL 
LORDS. 


REORGANISATION CLAUSE 
REJECTED.

(From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT.) 
WHSTMINSTER, Wetlnesday. 

The House of Lords resumed the considera- 
tion of the Coal Mines Bill in Committee, 
on Clause 5, which constitutes a National 
Committee of Investigation in regard to the 
operation of the central scheme, and also 
District Committees. In regard to District 
Schemes, Lord Halsbury moved an amend- 
ment to ensure that if a scheme was unfair 
or inequitable in its operation steps would 
be taken to rectify it. As the bill stood, he 
said, there was no power for the Committee 
to consider any case unless it could be said 
that it was contrary to public interests. 

Lord Thomson urged that the clause con- 
tained sufficient safeguards, but Lord Hail. 
sham took the contrary view, and after some 
discussion the Government consented to ac- 
cept the amendment. 

ord Gainford moved the omission of Clause 
11, which provides for the constitution of 
the Coal Mines Reorganisation Committee 
the machinery for bringing about compulsory 
amalgamations. This clause, he said, had 
only been inserted at the instance of Sir 
Herbert Samuel, who, if he had had any real 
knowledge of the coal trade, would never have 
suggested a proposal which was not likely to 
succeed in reducing the costs of production. 
The proposed Commission, so far from doing 
any good, would do a great deal of harm. 

ord Thomson resisted the amendment. 
He said that very serious results might follow 
its acceptance. The amalgamation clauses 
were a fundamental part of the bill, and he 
was convinced that if their lordships rejected 
them they would be reinserted in the Com- 
mons. If ever there was a wrecking amend- 
ment this was one. 
_ The Duke of Northumberland. although not 
in favour of compulsory amalgamation, agreed 
that it would be a serious thing to get rid of 
Part 2 of the bill altogether. >, He said‘ that 
later he would submit an alternative pro- 
posal. i 

After further debate, Lord Thomson said 
that there was no question of compromise in 
this matter. They: could not agree to any 
proposal for deleting the: amalgamation pro- 
visions, or fo the suggested amendment. by 
the Duke of Northumberland. 

On a division Lord Gainford’s amendment 
was carried against the Government. by 147 
votes Lo 26. 

Clause 12, which sets out the duties of the 
Reorganisation Commission, was also debeted, 
this time without a division. : 

The Duke of Northumberland then growed 
a series of amendments designed to place the 
power of initiation in the hands of the Board 
of Trade. instead of in those of a Reorganisa 
tion Commission, and these wére carried wit|:. 
out a division. 

Lord Melchett moved a new sub-section’ to 
Clause 13, providing that the Railway and 
Canal. Commission should not confirm a 
scheme. unless they were satisfied that it 
would be in the national interest. | 

The Government resisted the proposal, but 
it was carried without a division. — | 

The debate was then adjourned.

dwg is, in my opinion, the greatest 

ae ig I have ever seen or played against. 

I have at one time or another played 

m ainst nearly all the post-war 
players 

I have played Tilden twice in singles, and 
several times in doubles. On the first occa- 
sion I played him in Belfast in a not very 
serious match, and he played. exhibition ten- 
nis. He won easily, but I was not depressed. 

Then I played him a few days later in the 
England- American match. 

That game is one that I shall never forget. 
I was made to realise, as no other player 
before or since has made me realise, what 
a bad player I am. 

was playing as well as I ever do, but I 
might have been the worst player in the 
world for all the good I was able to do on 
that occasion 

Tilden exploited every stroke—that of which 
I knew fom lot more that I knew nothing 
abont at all. 

_ My hardest service came back, faster than 
it went over, into the furthest corner of the 
court 

Straight drives, heavily cut’ fore and back- 
hand strokes, that. did not bounce more than 
a few. inches off the ground; drop shots. 
cannon ball services, screw services which 
broke heavily, shots played acutely across the 
court which got me hopelessly out of posi- 
tion—all* followed ona another with bewildar. 
ing rapidity. 

MEMORABLE MATCH. 

To be beaten badly when you are not 
playing well leaves room to hope for better 
things. To be beaten hopeiessly when you 
know you are playing as well as you can 1s 
discouraging. I must confess I was some- 
what downhearted over the whole affair. 

However, Mr. Merrihew, who was travel- 
ling with the American team, cheered me up 
a little by saying, “Well, . Greig, you 
needn't worry about that, because when Bill 
gets taken that way there's nothing for you 
or anybody else to do.” 

A few weeks later Tilden played Cochet at 
Wimbledon in a match which will be talked 
of for a decade whenever tennis players 
gather together. 

Tilden swept Cochet off the court for prac- 
tically three straight sets. He was two sets 
up and 5-1. He then lust seventeen consecu- 
tive points—his nerve, apparently, went, and 
he lost the match. 

Tilden, after many years of supremacy, had 
gone down to the youthful Frenchman. 

Tilden cannot hope to regain his position, 
but if you watch hi: playing now he still 
seems to dominate the game. Even should 
he be going down, one feels that he is losing 
rather than that the other man is winning. 
HIS CANNON BALL SERVICE. 

Watch or play against Tilden and one can 
learn many things. 

First of all, you can never hope to see 
the value of varying your game more clearly 
illustrated. He will play every kind of stroke, 
which is singularly disconcerting to his op- 
ponent.

it is true, I thoucht that there 
was a little less variation than in previous 
vears. This was noticeable, I think, particu. 
arly in so far as his backhand strokes were 
concerned. He xelied almost entirely on a 
heavily-cut or sliced stroke, which, while giv- 
ing him great control over the ball, slowed 
the pace down 

One of Tilden’s greatest assets is his ser- 
vice, and when you watch him play you can- 
not fail to notice how he varies it 

First of all, there is that famous ‘“‘ can- 
non ball” service. This is the service the 
crowd always loves to see, and the service 
that his opponents fail to see. That ser- 
Vice is as fast as any [ have seen. Other 
players like Gerald Patterson, the Aus- 
tralian, may apparently serve as hard, but 
they put a lot of spin on the ball, and this 
reduces the speed to an appreciable extent. 

Tilden’s cannor ball service is a plain hit 
stroke. The ball has ro spin or check on it 
of any kind, and it goes past you before 
you know what has Lappened. 

In these days I do not imagine that Tilden 
could go on serving like that throughout a 
five set match—a little too much energy 
would be required. 


YOUNG AMERICA’S ASSISTANT. 

Then he has an ordinary sliced service, 
which heeps quite low off, the ground and 
goes curling away towards the right. He em- 
ploys this most. 

‘or his second service he very often em- 
ploys the ordinary American spin service, 
which makes the ball drop sharply, and also 
causes it to break and bounce much higher 
off the ground than his other variations. 

One could go on almost indefinitely taking 
points from Tilden’s play, but there is one 
other aspect to which 1 would like to draw 
attention in this article. 

Tilden for years has gore out to assist 
young America. He has played with, and 

ought on, a number of young players, who 
are singularly dangerous opponents to-day, 
and are likely to be far more dangerous later 
on. He does not seem to mind playing in 
doubles with mach younger and weaker 
players than himself rm any good purpose 
can be served. 

It seems to 
gree or another 


me that all of us in one de- 
can be the same. 

Most people, I think, will agree if I say 
that all too often, in every grade of lawn 
tennis, the better players are apt to form a 
little clique, and not worry about the young 
hopeful or weak players. 

Ouite apart from what we can learn from 
Tilden’s actual play, quite a lot of us could 
do worse than bear the last little point in 
mind, and sometimes play and assist those 
weaker than ourselves.

A THRILLING MATCH

All else that occurred yesterday was for- 
goiten in the thrill of the match in the fourth 
round between the champions of England and 
America, Miss Gourlay and Miss Collett. It 
was expected that this would be the match 
of the championship, 
pectations, and when Miss Gourlay lost, after 
playing for nearly three hours and taking the 

match to the twenty-first, it was agreed on 
all sides that both had played the greatest 
match of their golfing careers. 

A crowd of five thousand, the biggest ever 
seen at Formby, watched Miss Gourlay fight 
against a player who always appeared to be 
the aggressor. They saw the English girl one 
up or one down all the way out, and one 
down at the ninth, where she took three 
putts. In a period of erratic play she be 
came two down with five to he. but she 
squared at the sixteenth. © Miss. Gourlay’s 
chance came at the seventeenth, where her 
opponent sliced her second 
and bunkered her third; but the English 
player failed to hole a five feet putt for a 
win and the lead. Had she holed that putt 
she might have won the match without going 
out again, but she was near to breaking point 
in the strain, and, after laying an approach 
dead to snatch a half at the nineteenth and 
hole an eight yards’ putt to divide the 
twentieth, she broke down. 

Miss Gourlay topped her brassie shot hope- 
lessly into a bunker at the twenty-first, and 
all she could do was to play two more to the 
green and there congratulate her opponent, 
who had played snch fine golf. 

-The fact that three other Americans were 
defeated failed to disperse the depression 
caused by Miss Gourlay’s defeat. Miss Quier 
went down to Miss Ferguson, one of Ireland's 
last two, and Scotland also did her share, 
Miss Macdonald beating Miss Van Wie, while 
another North of Ireland player, Dr. Marion 
Alexander, disposed of Mrs, Hanley, the 
American manager. 

The matches in the fifth round seemed very 
tame after those of the morning. Miss 
Collett overwhelmed a local golfer, Miss 
Brown. Miss Hicks played her wildest golf, 
and beat a fellow American, Mrs. Federman, 
while Miss Wilson missed some drives, and 
yet lost very few holes to Miss Orcutt.

Miss Daisy Ferguson scored two splendid 
victories, defeating Miss Edith Quier

the second reading of the 
Vocational Education Bill, 1950, 

Professor O'SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, said that anyone who had con- 
sidered the position of technical education in 
this country in the last ten or twenty years 
would realise that this bill was necessary. 
The system under which they -were working 
at present stretched back—as far as its legis- 
lative foundations were concerned—for vir- 
tually a century. New problems had arisen 
which those who were responsible for the 
original legislation had not been able to take 
into account, and existing provisions were no 
longer sufficient to keep them abreast: of the 
times... He was not decrying in the slightest 
the solid work done under the old system, 
nor saying that even under the old system 
considerable progress was not possible ;. but, 
undoubtedly, the existing system from a 
legislative point of view was cumbersome. 
An overhauling of the existing system was 
absolutely necessary, and if the provisions of 
this bili received the approval of the 
Oireachtas they would be in a much better 
position to deal with the problems that would 
face them in the next five or ten years. 

A VALUABLE COMMISSION. . 

The experience that they got at the time 
éf the Technical Education Commission was 
extremely useful, and he expressed thanks to 
the members of the Commission for their 
work. . Those interested in education as a 
whole would. find that for this country the 
most valuable source of information would 
be the report of that Commission. . : 

There were two important ways in which 
the bill sought to depart from the recom- 
mendations of the Commission. The report 
attached considerable importance to legisla- 
tion dealing with apprenticeship.’ That was 
not necessary for this bill.. The other matter 
in which there was a departure from the re- 
commendation of the Commission was fn re- 
lation to compulsory powers of attendance at 
technical classes. The recommendations in 
that matter went further than practicable. 

He explained with regard to the whole 
question of apprentices that there was a bill 
in process promoted by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce which provided for 
the setting up of Apprenticeship Committees, 
and they were providing for close co-opera- 
tion between the two departments. Provision 
was being made fur compulsory attendance 
at technical classes of young employés. 

CONTINUATION EDUCATION. 

No: one need have any fear that the bil! 
proposed to do away with continuation educa- 
tion for people about the age of sixteen. It 
proposed nothing of the kind, nor did 
it propose that the . atmosphere of 
the continuation school should be 
an atmosphere unsuited to adults. 
The continuation system must have a dis- 
tinctly practical bias, both for the towns and 
for the country. In the country rural science 
and domestic economy would play an im- 
portant part in the system, so that the young 
people would be taught to overcome their 
aversion to work in the country.. What he 
said with regard to the rural schools applied 
with not less force to the schools in the 
towns. 

If they were to get anything like an effec- 
tive return for the money, a considerably 
larger sum would have to be spent on the 
schools. It was suggested by some persons 
that local school committees should be done

away with, but he did not agree with that |, 


view. It was secured that the majority of 
the committee would be representative of 
local rating authorities. There was also pro- 
vision to appoint sub-committees for local 


areas. 
‘FINANCIAL. PROVISIONS. 
Dealing with the financial provisions of the 
bill he said that the present regulations 
ge" erning gtants were vot satisfactory. They 


il had led £6 expenae and to waste of time, and’ 


occasionally fe what might be-called “false 
development.” The proposal in the bill to 
meet the additional costs would not mean 
that it would be levied ofí fhe.rates. There 
was nothing ‘of the kind im the bill, At 
present schemes were financed from the rates 
and from grants. The additional ig “mg 
would be borne by the rates and the State. 
At least fifty per cent. of the additional cost 
would be borne by the State, and the system 
of combined contributions. by the rates and 
the central authority would continue. The 
committees could make grants. for various 
purposes, such as setting up schools to 
derelop continuation education. 

Gradually compulsion would be extended in 
the country. There. was no desire to inter- 
fere with the ordinary occupation of thw 
farming community, and the powers in the 
bill to compel attendance were strictly limited 
to 180 hours per annum. . There was no 
reason ‘why that should interfere with the 
agricultural community, or that there should 
be any clashing of interests. 

COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 

As to technical education, compulsion could 
not be successful without the good-will and 
advice of those in the different industriés. 
Therefore, there was a provision in the bill 
for 180 hours’ attendance at technical schools 
where it. was deemed advisable by the em- 
ployés. “They must be consulted. It was with 
reluctance he dropped the recommendations of 
the Commissioners that there should be com- 
pulsion, but on careful examination, while 
admitting its importance, he could not see 
how it could be made effective. _ 

On the question of new buildings, the 
Minister said that where necessary at present 
the Committee could only borrow on. the 
security of the small local rate struck. Under 
the bill he hoped to see the funds in a 
healthier position than before; for they 
would have the fund of the local rate and 
the Government quota. 

APPROVAL AND CRITICISM. i 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) expressed dis- 
appointment that the Minister had not dealt 
fully or clearly with the questions of teachers 
and buildings, or where the classes were to 
be held. There was a crying need for con- 
tinuation education, and it was reassuring 
to hear that the Ministry was going to-con- 
tribute £1 for £1 of the costs. e would 
like; however, to have that matter made more 
definite than it was in the bill, which, he 
thought, was faulty in many respects. It 
was also disappointing that no reference was 
made to the provision of four training 
colleges in the Gaeltacht for such 
subjects as domestic science, which was 
recommended by the Gaeltacht Commission. 
While he considered control necessary and 
good, he — that the Minister was 
taking too much power in some particular 
matters. i 

In regard to the stafing of the schools, 
he asked who was to do the teaching? Was 
it the national teacher, who, in his opinion, 
if teaching school all day, had done a good 
day’s work. The Ministry should induce 
the secondary schools to take up much of 
the work in the, bill. There was no need 
to drag in a clause imposing restrictions on 
teachers taking appointments. It was 
purely a contentious clause, and the Minister 
should drop it. How would the Irish 
teachers and part-time teachers fare under 
the bill, which gave them no assurance of 
employment. 


SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8.) said 
that there would be general agreement to 
support the bill, which was essentially a 
machinery measure to be debated in com- 
mittee. He welcomed the clauses for com- 
pulsory attendance in the case of continua- 
tion schools, and later for technical schools. 
He was sorry to hear the Mirister take it 
for granted that they should not raise the 
general school-leaving age from fourteen to 
fifteen. It was done in other countries, 
and he hoped to see it done here. He 
would like to see some change in the present 
system of scholarships, so that pupils might 
be enabled to proceed from the primary to 
the technical schools rather than the secon- 


dary schools. 
Mr. GOOD (Indpt., Dublin Comite con- 
gratulated the Minister upon AAC

Mr. HEFFERNAN (Farmers, Tipperary), 
a apg R Secretary to the Ministry’ of 
Posts and Telegraphs, seid that the -educa- 
tion facilities for the sons of farmers should 
be extended so that they might be on 
a level with the children in the urban com- 
munities.

ine TIERNEY (Government, National 
University) said that he hoped that when the 
bill came to be worked out, that they would 
mobilise all the educational forces available, 
in order to concentrate on what was the; 
immensely important lem: of providing 
continuation education for the majority of ihe 
citizens. 

PROVISION OF TEACHERS. 

Mr. BENNETT (Government, Limerick) 
said that he would like to be informed as to 
how teachers were to he provided. . Were 
the present teachers going to be kept. on, or 
were they going to be compensated? He 
had nothing to say against them. Tho 
present rate in his county was twopence 
farthing in the £, and under the bill it 
would be increased by a farthing a year 
until it reached sixpence. How did the 
Minister p: e to collect the rate? His 
object in asking that was to try and prevent 
overlapping. 

r GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that there had been too much respect in this 
country for years past for people in “ white 
collar ” occupations. The idea that because 
a man stood behind a counter or sat behind 
a desk, he was socially superior to a man 
working on a farm, or to a man using his 
brains and his hands in a skilled trade, should 
be got rid of. 

Professor ALTON (Independent, Dublin 
University) said that the idea of a local com- 
mittee to carry out the principle of the bill 
was a good one, as it would bring education 
into harmony with local conditions and 
needs, and there would probably be this 
secondary effect, that it would stimulate 
local industry and enterprise. He imagined 
that the local education committees would 
be in reality centres of light, and points of 
reception of new ideas, which some parts of 
the country certainly lacked. . When one 
examined the Constitution of the Vocational 
Committee, however, one felt misgiving. The 
qualities. that ensured a man’s ° ion to a 
local Council were generally of a political 
character, and a Councillor was not. neces- 
sarily a man who had an interest in, or ex- 
perience of educational matters. He agreed 
that the County Councils should have a voice 
in financing the scheme, but he was afraid 
that as the committees were to be consti- 
tuted under the bill in its present form 
financial considerations would over-ride evéry- 
thing else, and so sap ‘the vitality of the 
committee. 

Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dablin 
University): expressed approval of the bill, 
and said that he did not agree with the 
criticisms. that had been made of the bill at 
all, and particularly those of. the Secretary 
to the Ministry of Posts and Telegraphs, who, 
he thought, was unnecessarily apprehensive 
as to the cósts of the bill, here was 
we to he afraid oí.

MINISTER SURE BILL WILL BE 


IMPROVED. 


Professor .O'SULLIVAN, Minister for 
Education, replying, said that most of the 
points raised were points to be raised in 
committees, and not on the second reading. 
As regards the cost, he wished to preserve 
the principle that the rating authority would 
have the controlling voice. 

He was strongly against the conception that 
the bill was a continuation of primary 
‘edtcation. It was meant to clarify the exist. 
ing position in regard to technical and con- 
tinuation education. There was no new 
principle introduced, 

As io the finances of the bill, ho definite 
statement could be made, but ultimately the 
State would bear half the extra cost, As 
to the composition of local committees, he 
admitted that the principle. was not. satis- 
factory, but he was anxious to secure that 
the existing authority should have the control- 
ling voice. Before the! Committee stage, 
however, he would work out something that 
would more definitely reconcile the conflicting 
interests in the matter.

ADVERTISEMENTS OF BIRTH 


CONTROL, 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice; moved a vote of £26,718 to com- 
plete the sum necessary to defray salaries 
and expenses of the Department of Justice 
for the financial vear, 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.¥F., Mayo N.) moved 
that it be referred back for reconsideration, 
because of the unsatisfactory replies of the 
Minister in regard. to conduct of members of 
the Civic Guard. He was also influenced in 
moving the motion because of the delay in 
introducing the Town Tenants Bill. Consider- 
able dissatisfaction existed regarding the 
delay that had occurred in the setting-up of 
the Censorship Board, and also on account 
of the limited work done by it.

He expressed appreciation of the 
work of the staff during the past year. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin) thought that 
with efficiency in administration and with a 
proper proportion of the charges the postal, 
telephone and telegraph services should be 
made to pay. If the Press paid normal rates 
for telegrams, he thought that the loss 
on this service would be greatly curtailed. 
The censonship of letters was undesirable and 
unnecessary. 

TELEGRAMS TOO DEAR. 

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Longford-Westmeath) 
Suggested that the fifty per cent. increase in 
the cost of telegrams should be removed. He 
congratulated the Minister on the work oi 
the Department. 

Mr. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said that 
he would prefer to see an extension of the 
Post Office service rather than advocate 
economy. The telephone direciory was more 
handy when it was made up in districts 
than it was at present. 

Major WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) urged the 
Parliamentary Secretary to extend the tele- 

hone service, and to induce people to take 
in the telephone by reducing the initial cost. 

At 10.30 the debate was adjourned. 

The House rose at 10.52 until 3 p.m. to- 
ay.

Mr. COMYN proposed two amendments 
which sought to provide for the infant of a 
mother who died im childbirth. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, said that this matter had been 
fully considered by the Dail and the amenei- 
ments were thrown out. The difficulty was 
not only the position of the child, but the 
position of the man. They could not prove 
that a man was the father of the child 
without the evidence of the mother. 

On a show of hands the amendment was 
lost, and the Report stage of the bill was 
passed. 


SWEEPSTAKES FOR HOSPITALS, 

On the second stage of the Public Charit- 
able Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 
1929-—the ‘‘ Sweepstakes Bill,” 

Sir Edward Coey BIGGER said that there 
seemed to be no alternative to the bill. They 
had put forward this scheme as the only hope 
of preventing the compleie or partial closing 
of the hospitals. 

Mrs, COSTELLO said that she was not 
enamoured of the bill, but she was going to 
vote for it; because it would assist the hos- 
pitals, whose sources of revenue were very 
small. 

Colonel MOORE supported the bill, but ob- 
jected to the financial arrangements because 
fifty-seven per cent. went to the promoters 
and only forty-three per cent. of the money 
would be given out to purchasers of tickets. 

Mr. DOWDALL opposed the bill on prin- 


ciple, because the raising of money by this 


i means would. lead to a drying-up of the 


sources of private and public charity which 
had previously gone to support these hos- 
pitals. He thought that the bill would defeat 
itself. ‘‘ Wherever the element of sweep- 
stake coniés in,” he added, “you will in- 
evitably have corruption.”’ 

POSSIBILITY OF FRAUD, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved the rejection of the 
bill, as he did on a similar bill some vears 
ago. There was nothing in the bill to limit 
the number of free tickets which the promoter 
might allot to himself or his friends. 
In the bill they were legitimising the pro- 
fession of sw akes promoter. It was 
financial speculation, and there was very little 
in the bill to prevent frand. 

He was convinced that many tickets were 
issued for sweepstakes the buyers of which 
never got a chance of the prize, because the 
counterfoils of the tickets were never returned 
to the head office. Whv should there be 
objection to the possibility of State super- 
vision? If they were going to allow a sweep- 
‘stake it should be definitely run under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Finance, and as a 
State sw ake. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that, if the Minister 
was going to any scheme for the running 
of sweepstakes under the bill, the administra- 
tion, the management, the economy, and the 
equity of the staff intments should come 
under his control before he gave any permis- 
sion for such a scheme. 


DOG RACE FOR A HOSPITAL. . 
Mr. FARREN said that, no alternative 
having been , he would vote for the 
bill. One Dub al, doing magnificent 
work, had, a few months ago. to run a dog 
race to pay its weekly bills. It was nothing 
jess than a disgrace to Christians to see their 
hospitals in the state they were in.

tive creameries; and (2) the method of 
marketing butter in future which would con- 
duce most effectively to increase the demand 
for butter produced in Saorstat Eireann, and 
the price obtainable for such butter relative 
tor other butters, without adding enduly 
to the cost of marketing.’’ 

Mr. JOSEPH O CONNOR seconded the 
motion. 

Mr. KOBINSON moved an amendment 
suggesting that the scope of the inquiry 
should go back fifteen years instead of five. 

Mr. COMYN seconded the motion. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said, that the object of the inquiry was to 
iind out how butter had been marketed, and 
how it should be marketed in future. It 
would be an inquiry into the marketing of 
creamery butter only, and would only deai 
with other butter in so far as it reacted on 
creamery butter. If they intended to control 
butter again there would be some point in 
the amendment. There was no intention of 
going back to war conditions in the matter 
of control. He was satisfied they would get 
all the information they required by going 
back a period of five years. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn.

AGRICULTURE said that the members of 
the Tribunal were Messrs. Dulanty (Trade 
Commissioner, Free State) (Chairman), 
Vaughan (Chairman Feenagh Creamery, Co.

BETTER STATEMENT OF 


ACCOUNTS SOUGHT. 

Sir JOHN KEANF proposed that in the 
opinion of the House the report and accounts 
of the Electricity Supply Board should be 
extended and clarified. He said that m it« 
present form the operations of the Board 
had not been very extended, and the quanti- 
ties of money in tts control were compara- 
tively trivial. but the next report would show 
wider activities and very large sums of 
money. 

Statistics, usually given of similar under- 
takings, would, he hoped, be published in the 
accounts, setting up the charges under sepa- 
rate heads—the cost of units, the cost of 
generation and distribution, and such matters, 
as well as the proportion of salaries, the cost 
of material and of overhead charges. In- 
tevest on loans, too, should be clearly shown. 
The amounts set aside for the redemption of 
loans should he shown, and he suggested 
that these sums should be invested in liquid 
securities. 

Mr. JOHNSON, in seconding the motion, 
said that the a¢connts of the Dublin under- 
taking were very much fuller than those of 
the Electricity Supply Board, and he sng- 
gested that they be takea as a model for the 
Supply Board, '
